On July 31, 2008 we filed MClImetro Access Transmission Services, LLC’s responses to
data requests from the Commission staff, Brandenburg Telephone Company, and Windstream
Kentucky East, LLC. This letter relates to an error in the filing, which we are correcting, and to
advise the Commission that we will be making a supplemental filing concerning a confidential
response to Brandenburg Telephone Company.

MClmetro’s response to Windstream Request No. 13 included a table. That table omitted
some data. Enclosed are eleven copies of a corrected response.

MClmetro’s response to Brandenburg Telephone Company Request No. 10 includes
information about the physical address and V&H coordinates of points of interconnection
between MClmetro and Windstream in Elizabethtown. Upon final review, we decided out of
caution to treat that information as confidential. Accordingly, we have not filed that information,
and will furnish it to Brandenburg Telephone Company once an appropriate non-disclosure
agreement is in place. We have already provided a copy of the response to counsel for
Windstream. Once we have an agreement to provide the information to Brandenburg Telephone
Company, we will make a supplemental filing with a motion for confidential treatment.
